run tb» rick of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding— *5000 fine and 
two years' Imprisonment or both. It any persons fail' to report the Food 
Administration can promise them no leniency. 1f found guilty of hoarding 


"By directing the public to state heir flour holdings on the flour sup- 


ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May. June or July 
we find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands of tons 
are stored away in cellars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con- 
sideration of the soldiers in their greed to hare their own desire' satis- 
«»d. The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
th« approval of all those who have taljpn the time to study food conditions 
abroad and who know therefore that food is probably the foremost factor 
IB winning the war."

The United States, government has 
shown no assent to Japan's ideas and 
if we had not protested, it would ap- 
pear that fear of Germany's action in 
Serbia was apparently fantastic for 
the moment. An even inoie import- 
ant point, however, emphasized in the 
American view, is that the moral ef- 
fect 
of the 
Japanese 
intervention 


would be bad rather than bcnei-cial. 
(The United States wants none of the 
Russian territory in the west. Japan's 
intervention 
would be contrary to 


that policy and to the general demo- 
cratic aims of the United Stateo. Ji-

The standard sash is 3 x 6 feet. 


Dig a pit 3 x 6 feet or 6 x 6 feet, as 
may be desired, and twenty to twenty 
four inches deep. 
Line the inside of 


the pit with old boards held in place 
by stakes. Make a tight frame the 
same size as the pit, six to ten inches 
high in front and twelve to sixteen 
inches high at the back, giving the 
sus.ll a slope of six inches toward the 
south, and place it on the pit. 


Secure a load of fresh horse ma- 


nure and pile it in a protected place 
to heut. Turn thc heap in a few days 
:-.w! when thoroughly 
hented again 


place it in the pit in layers, tramping 
ea<;>i layer until thc manure is about 
eighteen inches deep. Place the sash 
on tightly at once and bank the out- 
side of the frame well with manure or 
soil. 


A few days later, place a layer of 


soil on the manure about four inches 
deep. If plant boxes or flats are to 
fie used, less soil is needed. Seeds 
should not be planted in the bed until 
the temperature has* receded to about 
ninety degrees. A frame without a 
pit of fermenting manure is called a 
coldframe; 
it is very valuable for 


starting plants a little later and also 
for caring for plants before setting 
them in the garden.

H. J. SLOPPY 


The angel of'death visited the home 


of K. A. Sloppy, New Millport, March 
2, 1918, and called away the vetcrai, 
H. J. Sloppy, to answer the last rol 
call. Mr. Sloppy had been in failing 
health for a couple of years, recentlj 
suffering from strokes, which in th. 
end gave death a temporary victory. 


H. J. Sloppy, whose father wa 


Christopher Sloppy and mother Mar- 
garet (Neitz) bloppy, was born H 
Freeburg, Snyder county, Pa., Augus: 
26, 1838, and died at New Millport a' 
the home of his son, K. A. Sloppy, or 
Saturday afternoon, March 2, 1918. Ir 
the spring of 1849 the family moveo 
fiom Snyder county to Bloom ingtor 
Clearfield county, thence in 1851 tc 
New Millport, Pa., where he spent th< 
remainder of his long and useful life 
Kis early schooling was in a Gcrmar 
school in his native town, and aftei 
coming to New Millport was continu 
cd in the First Lutheran church, ant 
then in the first school house in th« 
town, on the site of the present build 
ing. Amonj? his teachers were Franl 
Uex, Peter Hoover, John L. Rex, am

common school education and markec 
native ability he joined his father in 
arpentering and cabinet making, bu1 
continued ever and anon to be a stu 
dent and a shaper of cducationa 
trends.

MOM than 700 county agents and 


emergency demonstration agents' are 
now at work in the 89 Northern and 
Western states. The increase in agents 
since emergency appropriations be- 
came available was more In two 
months than th* average yearly in- 
crease during any of the past four 
years. 


County agricultural agent work Is 


conducted by the {felted States de- 
partment of agriculture in co-opera- 
tion with the various state agricultur- 
al colleges and local organizations rep- 
resenting the farmers of the county 
in which the agent Is located* The 
county agent is usually selected by a 
committee representing the county or- 
ganization, on recommendation of the 
county agent leader at the agricultural 
college. There is at present an unusu- 
ally great demand for men Qualified 
for work of this kind to carry out the 
plan, adopted under the food produc- 
tion act, of employing an emergency 
demonstration agent for every agricul- 
tural county in the United States not 
having a regular county agent. This 
is a part of the national plan to in- 
crease .the production and conserva- 
tion of food to meet the war emer- 
gency needs. 


Agent in Each County. 


Organization of new counties ie 


rapid, especially in states of the cen- 
tral West, several of which have giv- 
en assurance that there win be a 
county agent or county emergency 
demonstration agent In each of their 
counties by February J. 


Maine, New Hampshire, Massachus- 


etts, Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Delaware already have an agent in 
each county, while New York, Indiana 
and Pennsylvania are almost complete- 
ly covered.. Nearly half of the agri- 
cultural counties In the Northern and 
Western states are now being served 
by a local demonstration agent, and 
the indications are that the country 
can be completely covered before the, 
beginning of another crop year. 


One of the rao*t gratifying featured 


of the organisation campaign in the 
Northern and Western states thus far 
has been that most counties taking up 
the work are arranging for it on a per- 
manent basis—many of them making 
plans for periods of three yean. 


Must Have Thorough Training. 


The ' qualification requirement of 


agents are somewhat different in the 
various states. Graduation from an 
agricultural collage Is not in all cases 
required, though training substantial- 
ly equivalent to a 'four years' course 
at such college is usually Insisted up- 
on. A considerable amount of farm 
experience Is a universal requirement, 
and it ia preferable that some of this 
experience should be secured since 
completing the college course.
